WASHING 2oN, July 18 —Major Powell,
Director of the Geological Survey, has eom-
plied with the resolution of the Senate di-
recting Lim to furnish that body with a list
of the employes of his buresu, with their
rate of compensation, and a statement
whenee appointed. This information fails
io show, however, what some of the onpo-
nenis of the Geological Bureau are attempt-
ing to prove, that it is a hospital for the
relstives of statesmen. The names of em-
ploves, with a fow exceptions, mesn noth-
ing to those not thoroughly sequainted with
the owners' relationship to public men.

The tact remains, however, that the ap-
propriations for geological work have for
several vears been obtained because of the
personal interest felt by public men in the
disbursement of this money. It is but fair
to add that Major Powell is not alone
responsible for such abuses as have existed
in  the mstter of appointments. He
exnlains that as s rule the clerks in the
bureau, as well as the skilled laborers and
other classes of employes, are appointed
through the Civil Service Commission, and
that the men temporarily working with the

gurvevors in the field are arpointed by the’

men in charge of this work. Scientists
only are selected by Director Powell. He
recommends them to the Secretary of the
Interior, and in each case states why they
should be employed, and at what compensa-
tion.
Meoney Must Be Forthcoming.

Major Powell apparently feels that if the
House agrees to the wiping out of §240,000
from his appropriation, the country and not
he will be the ehiel sufferer. In response
to the action of the Seaute the Major sim-
ply ssvs he cannot do the work without the
money, «nd thut if Congress will not vote
it the work will not be done

Notwithstanding this apparent unconcern,
heroic measures are being adopted to have
the geclogical appropriation restored to its
original amount, as reported by the Senate
committee. The House is not apt to do
violenee to its ideas of economy by increas-
ing the amount of a Senate appropriation,
and it looks, therefors, yery much asif the
Geological Survey will be compelled to get
slong this vear with & crippled appropris-
tiom

Although the document sent to the Sen-
ate to-day by Major Powell fails to make
clear the imet thst the relatives ot publie
men hove been well taken care of, it does
furnish an interesting statement as to the
number of employes required for the pur-
pose of preparing the comparstively few

maps that annually emanate from the
bureau,
Employes of the Geological Sarvey,

It appears from Major Powell’s reply to
the Senate resolution that there are em-
sloved at present in the Geological Survey
juresn, in regular office and feld work,
about 215 clerks, scientists and assistaots,
iu addition to more than 400 men temporar-
ily or permanently engaged in fixed work.
The solaries of th* * 5t named class of em-
ployes range all way from $6,000, the
compensation of the oiirector,down to $4,000
whieh the chief scientists receive, ami
£3,000 for their assistance, to $300, which is
ihe salary of o first-clavs clerk. The aver-
age salary of the regular employes averages
sowething like €1,800, while that of & tem-
porary man in the field is about $25a month,
the total anmual pay roll being in the
neighborbood of $400,000,

Of the two officers that have been most
severeiy eriticized that of the “Executive
Offieer,” with n salary of $3,000 a vear, and
that of Assistant Topographer, who isa
worthless son of 8 Democratic Congressman,
at 5540, There scems to be no explanation
except that the title *Executive Officer” has
recently been changed to that of “Editor.”

Tiuties of the Cficinl Editar,

The duties of this official are said to be
chiefly in the nature of editing the opinions
of Congressmen as to the necessity of large
approprintions for the support of the Geo-
logieal Snrvey Burean. The explanation
in the cuse of the Congressman's dissipated
son is that he was appointed by a previous
director of the Bureau. No exeuse is of-
fered for the inct that his services are re-
tuined, although he is rarely in fit condi-
tion to be on duty.

It is not likely that the House will re-
store the geological appropriation to the
amount originally fixed by the Senate Com-
mittee, and Major Powell will be com-
pelled, therefore, to materially cut down
hi= toree, which will no doubt still further
delay the preparation of the maps which,
Senators charged in their speeches last
week, even now do not sppear tor mauy
vears alter they would be of value to tie

EAUM FINDS DEFERKDERS,

A Mipority Repert in His Case Prepared by
Party Frienda.

WASHINGTON, July 18 —Mr. Lind, of
Minnesota, on behalf of the minority of the
ecommittee appointed to investigate the ad-
ministration of the Pension Office, to-day
eubmitted the views of the minority to the
House. The report finds nothing tor which
the Commission can be eriticised, unless it
be that he appointed his son Appoint-
ment Clerk of the Bureau. It agreess
with the mnjority in  their sug-
gestion in  regard to the exercise
by the members of Congress of the so-called
“Congressional privileges™ The report as-
eeris that the majority of the committes
eecing determined to fasten erime and cor-
ruption upon the Commissioner, but having
utterly failed to do so by evidence, ther, as
a last resori, sought to do it by inference.

The report, atter paying aglowing tribute
to the efficiener of the management and
business methods and reforms perfected in
the Pension Office under Commissioner
Raum, states that while the minority con-
eur in some of the recommendations of
the majority, there were others that they
might have consented to in a modified form
if the minority had bad an opportunity
for a comparison of views with the majority
belore the ragpﬂ. found its way into the
public prese.  The report of the minority
recommends, in liem of the resolution
midopted by the majority, a substitute to the
effect that the record in this case, as re-
norted by the committee, showsan sfficient
and economical sdministration of the busi-
ness of the Pension Office by the present
Commissioner, aud asks that the committes
be discharged from further investigation of
the subject.

TEN MILLIONS IN A DAY.

The MoGarrihan Clalm at Last Through
Both Tranches of Congress
[FROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]

WASHINGTON, July 18 —When William
MecGarrihan, of Washington, woke up this
morning be was hardly worth a dollar, but
to-night his wealth is being estimated at
something like 810,000,000. The celebrated
MeGarriban elaim, which has been before
Congress for the last 34 years, at Inst passed
the House this afternoon, and now mneeds
only the President’s signature to make Me-
Garriban & rich man. He is one of the best
kunown characters in Washington, for he has
haunted the Canitol corridors since before

the war in an effort 1o secaure recognition
I for his elaim.

The bill directs the Courtef Claims to
examine into an old grant of valuable
quicksilver lands in Southern California,
but the reference to the Court of Claims is
merely formal, and the ge of the bill is
understood to insure McGarrinan of his
long delaved right« The claim has
passed one branch or the other of Congress
at least 15 times, but 1t was never fortunate
enongh to get the sanction of both branches
untilto-day. The MeGarrihan elaim has be-
come & historieal type of the struggle of &
private citizen to secure settlement with
the Goverument. Probsbly the greater
part of his claim has been swallowed by
szents who advanced money for his sup-
port.

BETALIATION AGAINST CANADA.

A Flan Preparea to Collect Toll at Two of
Th» Big Cana's.
[FROM A STAFF CORMESPONDENT.]

WasnINGTON, July 18, —A plau of retal-
intion against Cansda for her discrimina-
tion sgainst American vessels in the use of
the £100,000 canal will be submitted to the
House within & day or so. For the last
week Messrs, Blount, Hitt and Chipman
have been studying the question, with a
view to arriving at some effective means of
retaliation. It has been practically decided
to report in favor of fixing a rate of toll to
Canndian vessels using the Sault Ste. Marie
canal and also the Lake St. Clair ship canal.

This will be u very radical move against
the Canadians. The plan of tolls at the
Sault eanal has been considered for some
time, but the extension of the plan to the
St. Clair flat canal is a new and extreme
step. The St. Clair canal is the gateway
between the lower and the upper lakes, and
it will be a serious interruption to Cana-
dian interests it they are compalled to con-
tribute a toll at this point r. Chipman
said to-day that the tollgste would be fixed
at both canals, and that the bill for this
purpose would be reported favorably within
the next few davs g[e says the purpose of
the committee in to get the subject betore
Congress at once, so that the retaliation
may be taken within the next few weeii:

FAIR ALICE ON TRIAL

For the Murder of the Girl Friend
With Whom She Was in Love.

THE PLEA OF PRESENT INSANITY,

And the Hypothesiz Tpon Which It Is to
Ee Based and Fought.

-

EVIDENCEOF THE DEFENDANT'S FATHER

IEPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.1

MenpHIS, July 18 —The trial of Alice
Mitchell on the plea of present insanity
commenced in the Criminal Court here to-
day. There are three methods by whicha
prisoner echarged with & eapital offense mav
enter o plea of insantty. Oue is to enter it
at the time of trial, in which case of insan-

ity at the time of the eommis-
sion of the deed was proven,
it wounld result in an  secquittal

of the criminal charge, and a further exam-
ination as to whether the prisoner was then
in s condition to be set at liberty. If, on
the other hand, the proof was that the pris-
oner was insane at the time of trial, he
would be sent to an asylum, and if he after-
ward récorered his sanity he would then be
tried for the offense committed.

The third plan is to enter aninterpolatory
plea of present insanity, in which the in-
sanity of the prisoner when the offense was
committed does not enter into the case at
all, and affects it only to the extent that if
shown to be ipsane _at this time, the
criminal trial would have to be
deferred until the prisoner should
recover sanity. This was the plea entered
by Alice Mitchell, to the surprise ot most
people, sinee all the shocking details of the
erime and the unnatural affection of the
rrisoner for her victim will be exploited as
‘ully as though she was on for the
murder.

The Interest as K-en ns Ever.

Interest in the case is as keen as ever and
the courtroom was filled this morning. A
Iarge number of ladies were present. The
fair prisoner entered the courtroom

romptly at 8:30 o'clock and took her seat
gehreen her two brothers. Shortly after-
ward the father and brother of Lillie John-
son entered, and the trouble the murderous
deed of Alice has involved both families in
seems to have formed a bond of sympathy
between them instead of estranging the
families. Both shook hands warmly witu
the defendant and her brothers and took
seats beside them.

The prisoner was dressed sll in black,
save for a jaunty white hat surmounted by
& pair of imitation butterfly wings. She
was heavily veiled until she was ecalled to
tnke her place at the bar. Then she walked
with a firm, elastic step to the bar table,
When she took a seat and removed her veil,
a face was revealed plump and preity,

cheeks beamini with health, the eyes
bright, the t figure well rounded, and
not a trace of the six months’ confinement
visible.

It was anticipated that much trouble
wonld be experienced 1n obtsining a jory,
but Judge Dubose’s rulings so modified the
rule of practice that by noona jury was

wi

Miss Mitchell's Father on the Stand.

George Mitchell, the aged father of the

defendant, was the first witness called by

the defense. In giving his testi-
mony he was omoved to tears
more than once, but his dauchter

showed no emotion whatever, watching
the proceedings with the sir of the most
unconcerned spectator present Her fath-
er's testimony ennsisted of a history of the
girl’s 133 showing the peculiarities of her
childh and maturer years, with some
reference to her mother’s insanity at vari-
ous periods. This testimony 15 all repeated
in the hypothetical case, a2 synopsis of
which follows.

The only new thing which developed in
Mr. Mitchell's testimony was as to the find-
ing of the razor with which the deed was
done. Alice always said she did not know
what became of it, and the scene of the
tragedy was searched in vain by the police.
Its whereabouts developed for the first time
since the tragedy when Mr. Mitehell tesii-
fied that it was found in the buggy alter
Alice’s mad drive home.

The hypothetical case was not prodneed
in evidence to-day, but THE DISPATCH
correspondent was enabled to obtain a cop:
of it. It is really a life of Alice Mil.ehel{
from a child of 5 years up to the present
time, including all the detsils of her strange
infatuation for Freda Ward, the murder,
and her demeanor in jail since the tragedr.
In addition, are the facts of her mother's
insanity at various periods, usually before
and after childbirth, and the insanity of
three of her maternal relatives,

A Most Bemarkable Docament,

It is perhaps the most remarkable docn-
ment ever submitted in evidence, and is
worthy the pen of a mentally diseased
French novelint, nning with Alice as
a 5-year-old child, it sets forth that she had
an aversion to the toys of girl ehildren,
and, eschewing dolls, she spent ber timein
a  swing, “skinning  the  eat,”
hanging by her arms and legs,
and was expert at climbing She
delighted in wmarbles and to and was a
member of a child’s baseball nine. From
10 to 12 yeara she learned to shoot witha
rifle. She rode horses and mules bareback,
fed and curried her father's horses, and
rivaled her brothers in all manly exercises.

Sewing, mneedlework, crocheting, her
mother strove in vain to tesch her. She
would not learn them, nor musie, drawing
or any feminine accomplishments. As
womanhood approached, although she had
associated all her life with boys in prefer-
ence to girls, she took no pleasure
in the society of young men,
She enteriained mno beanx and was
often rude, slways indifferent to them.

Then Freda Ward appeared on the scene,
a girl totally the orpwite of Alioe—fem-
inine in taste, gentle of demeanor, tender
and aflectionate. They loved each other,
not as girls, but as those of different sexes
3 hen the W?td family m:l'dd to Geld-

ust, Tenn., Alice was grently distressed,
but they corresponded, and some time later
Alice visited her beloved Freda, when
they were ofien seen embracing and clasped
in each other’s arms. 2

Attempted Suicide With Land

Later Freda returned this visit, and
during her stayat the Mitehell house, in
December, 1890, Alice entertained the idea
of taking her own life or that of Frada
She bought & bottle of landanum with that
view, and considered the 1Jplau of adminis-
tering it to Freda while she alept, but
Freda was suspicions and remained awake
all night.

The next day Freda started home, Alice
t.c':z:}nnying her to the boat. There she
lo herselt and Freda in a stateroom, and
swallowed the laudaoom. She whs very ill
from the effects for several dave. The ex-
cuse she gave for this ma;:igt at suicide was
that F: loved Harry Bilger and Ashley
Roselle, and sbe meant to end her troubles
and leave Fredairee to marry whom she

chose. i

The correspondence which followed this
visit showed all the warmth of lovers, and
in three different letters she asked Freda to
marry her. Freda answered each time,
promising to do so, and then Alice wrote
threatening to kill her if she broke her
promise,

In June 1801, Alice visited Freda, taking
with her an engagement ring p
with $15 she had saved up. Freda accepted
the engagement ring as such. On this visit
they were often seen in each other’s em-
braces, and the married sister of Freda,
Mrs. Volkenar, remarked that they were
disgusting in their demoustrations of love
for each other.

Charged With Deception.

Later on Alice learned that Ashley Ro-
selle, before referred to, was mnaying court
to

Freds, who had given him one of her
rpbolm She remonstrated warmly

| with Freda, ng her with d on
and infidelity. Freda acknow
had done wrong, awore unshaken fidelity

and promised never to offend again.

Tgcn follows the plan of elopement, the
details of murder, and the demeanor of
Alice in jail, all of which has been treated
of in these dispatehes. In addition it says
that Alice & of Freda as lovingly as
ever; that she passionstely kisses all the

fctures and ecuts of her she can

y her hands and hunots the news
papers for them. She is anxious that the
Attorney General shall ask her more ques-
tions than he did Lillie Johnson on the n]lr
plication for bail, and hopes more peocne

« Buch iz the hypothetical case, and on it
are predicated questions to Dr. Bilot,
of Paris, Dr. Hammond, of Washington
Dr. Comstock, of St. Louis, and other noted
experts, and granted the hypothesis to be
correct.

All of these authorities agree that the
subject is insane and liable to be afflicted
with homicidal mania Dr. Callender,
Pmifiuu! of the insane asyvlum of Enox-
ville, who also made a personal examina-
tion of the snbject, shares this opinion.
With such authority, Miss Mitchell’s fate
largely depends on the ability of the Attor-
ney General to upset the correctness
of the hypothesis, Tﬁ:econmsns of public
opinion now is that the prisoner is insane
and was when the d was committed.
The jury is com of some of the fore-
most men in the city, the venire from which
it was chosen having been selected by agree-
ment of connsel on both sides.

IN THE HANDS OF A MOB.

A Negro Murderer Narrowly Escapes
Lynching In South Carolina—Delivered
Over to the Sheriff for Safs Keeplng
by Law-Abiding Citiz na.’

CoLuMBIA., 8 C,, July 18 —Spartanburg
was thrown into a wild state of excitement
yesterday. All day long parties of mill op-
eratives had been searching for Andy Jef-
fords, & negro, who killed William Atkins,
a white operative, early Wednesday morn-
ing. Jeflords is a bad negro and has been
in the penitentiary for house-breaking. At-
kins was a carder at the Spartan mills and
leaves a family. It was ascertained yester-
day that Jeffords had been found in a
swamp. In a few minutes the place was
scoured by & crowd of infuriated men and
after & few moments' search the negro was
found and captured. He was brought out
to the street and in less time than it takes
to tell it was secured by a mob of 200 or
300,

They were armed with shotguns, pistols,
knives and razors and were clamorous in
their criesto “Lynch him!" “Hang him!"
and “Kill him.” The negro wss ledto a
tree, & chain was placed around his neck
and & man went up the tree to make it fast.
In the meantime the enraged factory peo-
ple beat the negro with stones and cut him
on the neck with knivex He was badly
hurt and the mob seemed like wild beasts
in their eagerness to kill him. They were
&a: about to hang him up when Andrew

oore, Dr. Evans David Thomas, 8. H.
and 8. N. Evans and several other gentle-
men rushed in and begged the mob to spare
him. Atter much difficulty during which
it seemed as if several would be killed, the
leaders of the mob were prevailed upon to
let the law take its course,

The rope was removed from the negro’s
neck acd followed by a howling mob he
was takento the jail and delivered to the
Shenifi. On the way there he was many
times struck with stones and otherwise ili-
used. An effort was made just as the man
was taken into the jail, to shoot him, but
this was promptly put down by the Sheriif
snd his aides. The mob remained for some
tine about the jail cursing and flourishing
their w ns and then dispersed. It means
death toany one who tries to take the ne-
gro from the jail.

PEN PRISONERS PLOT

To ¥Xwade the Balance of Long Terms In
tha Ohio Penitentiary—One of Them
Commits Salo!de, But ths Other For-
gets His Compact,

Covromaus, 0., July 18 —[ Special. ] —Two
prisoners at the penitentiary, Frank Row-
land and James Doyle, five-year men from
Ottawn county for hurglary and lsrceny,
agreed Friday while at their bath to com-
mit suicide. They had been partners in
erime for a long time, and served a three-
years' term each at Saginaw, Mich.
Rowland kept his word =and sui-
cided Iast night, leaving a confession
in which there is a great deal of interest,
for the reason that he implicates others mn
erimes with which he has been connected
and furnishes the information thata nnm-
ber ot men who are now serving time for
these crimes are innocent. The warden re-
fuses to give out the confession until the
statements have been investigated.

Doyle, bis partner, who was to have com-
mitted suicide at the same time, went crazy
while at work in one of the shops to-day,
and it was with trouble that he was
handled. He professes to believe that Row-
land was executed and that officers are after
him for the same ﬁumm'

He insists that he is guilty of no other
erime than that for which he i= serving, and
is anxious to know whether Rowland im-
plicated him in any other crimes. He states
that when they were released from the
Michigan prison he wanted Rowland to go
to Canada with him, but the latter refused
because there was a reward of $2,500 for him
offered by the Canadian authorities.

It is expected if Rowland’s confession
proves true that several men will be re-
leased from different penitentiaries  Row-
land, in his information, confesses to heing
at one time associated with Blinkey
Morgan who was execaled at the Ohlo

rison,

’ Doyle, when captured and overpowered to-

day, had in his pocket a leather strap, with

which he intended to commit snicide.

Rowland assigned as & reason for taking his

life that he killed a man while perpetrating

a burglary, and for the reason that a large

number of men are sersipg time for crimes

committed by him and Doyle.

NOT EASILY PLEASED.

Delegates o the Glass Workers’ Con-
vention Fail to Agree.

MARY RESOLUTIONS DEFEATED,

An Appropriation of $500 Fent to the
Homestead Workmen., '

MORE MONEY WILL BE GIVEN IF NEEDED.

Of the many resolutions that were offered
at the sixth annual convention of the
h American Window Glass Workers' Associa-
tion the only one that found favor in the
sight of all its delegates was a measure
setting aside 8500 of the funds of the organ-
ization to aid the locked-ont iron and steel
workmen at Homestead. This resolution
was offered early in the afternoon and was
carried by a unanimons vote. The money
will be sent to President William Weihe
immediately, together with a statement that
if more money is needed he will be at lib-
erty to call upon the glass workers.

During the morning session there was s
resolution handed in asking that a rule be
adopted by which cutters would hereafter
be paid on a percentage system, the new
scale to be graduated according to the
various grades and sizes This resolution
was lost.

After an exciting debate the motion to
decrease the maximum monthly production
of ench man from 192 single boxes to 182
and from 120 double to 112 was also de-
feated. The project to strike out the 12x18
inch bracket in the first part of the wage
list was lost, as was the motion to the effect
that hereafter poor glaes should be worked
by cylinder. All of these three messures,
if adopted, would have increased the wages
of the glass workers very materially.

An effort to fix the salary of the boss
blower at §25 per month in addition to his
earnings also failed. Under the present
regime the boss blowers’ extras are §1 50 a
month per pot, making in the aggregate
from §12 50 to $15. The first resolution
that muster was one extending
thanks to James Chambers and others for
the kindness they exhibited in entertaining
the delegutes to the Glass Workers’ Con-
vention at Kensington on Saturday last.

In the afternoon session about the only
resolutions discussed outside of the Home-
stead appropriation were two projects, one
of which advoeated the in wotion of an
insuranee feature into the association and
the other requested that the organization
adopt a system by which death henefits
would be paid. th of these were de-
feated.

Before ldtunrning the delegates asked
that a committee be appointed to look into
and define a universal list for setiing out
]iflus or sheeta TUnder the present ruole
while some manufacturers set ont only six
lights 28540 inches to the 100 feet other
manufacturers provide seven and some
eight. From this system evervone con-
cerned, the manufacturer, workman and
consumer, all labor at a disadvantage, aud
the committes has orders to decide upon
some fixed rule. The revort of this body
will be made to-day.

AFPPEALS FOR ASSISTANOE.

Two Circulars Asking for Contributions for
the Locked-Out Workmen,

The appeal recently received by the Cen-
trat Labor Union of New York, ecalling for
contributions of money to aid the locked-
out workmen at Homestead, was genuine.
President Weihe, of the Amalgamated As-
sociation, last evening said: *When the cir-
cular usking for financial asssistance was
issued by the sub-lodges the officialsgof these
lodges, through some oversight, failed to
notify me of their action until to-dsy. Last
night, when I learned of the New York cir-
cular, I thought that an imposition was be-
ing practiced, both upon the eommunl:r at
large and the Amalgamated Association,
and therefore I made haste to pronounce the

aper mot xenuine. The appeal is issued on
Eehalt of the men at Homestead who are not
members of the Amalgamated, but who
have kindly given us their belp in the pres-
ent trouble.

“The association members are receiving
their usual allowance from the funds of the
orcanization. Iam exeeedlngli sorry that
I made the statement denyin e genuine-
ness of the circular, but d it for the
best, and under the circumstances I could
do nothinz else. The appeal for aid isal-
ready receiving replies and not only the
labor organizations but private citizensare
not slow in doing everything in their
power."

Besides the appeal now being eirenlated
in New York another purr of similar
churacter is going the rounds among local
trades assemblies,

TROUBLE IN CAMP.

Journeymen Tinners May Go Out om =
Strike at Any Time.

There is considerable trouble between the
journeymen tinners and their employers,
and the former may go out on a strike now
at any time. Pleasant relations have ex-
isted for two years past, but there are break-
ers ahead. The difficulty is occasioned by
proposed radieal changes on the parl of the
waster tinners in the wage scale,

At a recent conference, at which both the
employers and their workmen were repre-
sented by a joint committee, those members
looking after the journermen's interests
failed to enter into any contract. The rea-
son tor this is that in case the journeymen
strike the workmen will not be accused of
violating an agreement.

LIEE A FAMILY GATHERIXG.

Pittabarg Manuofacinrers mod the Wage
Committes on the Best of Terma

Another conference wns held yesterday
afterncon between the Pittsburg manufae-
turers and the Wage Committes of the
Amalgamated Association. The meeting
convened at2:30 o'clock and adjourned at
645, The entire time was confined to the
discussion of the several departments of the
new Amalgamated scale, but nothing of a
definite character was decided upon. From
appearances, however, something will be
done soon. The two committees are on the
best of terms, ‘and the conference is more
like a family gathering than a contest of vital
importance.
